our prosperity arid luippinesa, that the Judi- 
ciary should bo pure—should be above sus- 
picion and reproach ; that the heart of the 
Judge should be impartial toward suitors and 
his hands free from bribes; that his charac- 
ter for integrity should be unquestioned nnd 
unquestionable! 


But what is the state of facts in .rotation to 


the Judge of this Judicial Circuit ? Through 
n series of years he hus been charged with 
acts of malversation in office. 
He has been 


tried for these offenses and the testimony is 
before the world.so that all can read and judge. 
We shall not now review this testimony. It 
was proved on this trial that he consulted 
with parties out of Court on the subject of 
their suits and advised them how to proceed 
in order to succeed in his Court—that he ad- 
vised what counsel to procure—that he had 
a private interview with a woman, in a bed- 
chamber, by appointment, to converse about 
a suit in his Court, and that she succeeded 
in her application—that ho eat in judgment 
and gave decision on matters in which he was 
interested—that he was counsel, witness and 
Judge in the same case—the Hart divorce 
case, nnd that he received a present of Two

All these things, und more, were proved 


against Judge Hubbell. 
And one half of

We wish the counsel for the prosecution

"Mr. Sanderson, did not some one sug- 


gest to you, befwe you went to Madison, to 
consult the Judge in relation to your suit, 
that a little pecuniary aid to the Judge, at 
that particular time, might help your case ?

And if Mr. Sanderson's memory needed 


refreshing as to the fact of this suggestion's 
having been made, and as tow/io made it, we 
should like to have aeon another person sum- 
moned to the stand—who was not, but who 
should have beeu a witness in the case,—and 
heard his testimony to these two points. 


As the counsel for the defense justifies tbe 


taking of presents by the Judga, we quote 
from Mncaulny's article oo Lord Bacon to tbe 
•ame point: 


"Will any person sny that the Commons 


who impeached Bacon for taking present*. 
and the Lords who sentenced him to fine, im- 
priaonment and degradation, for taking pres- 
ent», did not know that the taking of presents 
was a crime? Or, will any person say th»t 
Bacon did not know that the whole House of 
Commons and the whole Honte of Lords 
knew? Nobody who is not prepared to roaio- 


vor a friend, and yet it all may be done in 
such a way, under the forms and technicali- 
ties of law, that complaint is useless find re- 
dress hopeless. And it is a notorious fact, 
that things have come to such u pass in this 
Circuit, that suitors enquire, before retain- 
ing counsel, who lire the favorites of the 
Judge. And cunos rtre not rare, where coun- 
sel who have been retained, huve been chan- 
ged by suitors on the ground that tbe Judge 
was opposed to such counsel, and they must 
employ his favorites, or they won Id lose 
their case. These are facia, which the bar 
and people of .this Circuit are ready to at- 
test. 


Is it strange that, in tlm state of tb.int>s. 


and withisuch evidences of corruption, the 
people of this circuit feel deeply-the wrong 
which the white-washing Senators have in- 
flicted upon them ? That they ieel that they 
have perverted judgment, taken away the 
shield of virtue, and blasted all their hopes 
of the future administration of justice in this 
circuit, ns long as the present incumbent sits, 
like the dark Genius of Evil, upon the Bench? 


The result will be, that the favorites of 


the Judge will throng his Court, nnd that his 
opponents will swear their jury trials away to 
another Court, or carry up suits involving 
only questions of luw, to the new Supreme 
Court. 


The work of 
intimidation 
hns already 


begun. The presses who receive the drip- 
pings of his favor hnve set the ball in motion. 
Public sentiment is to be manufactured, as 
corrupt Judges are elected, and by the same 
appliancos. 


All who have opposed the Judge, nnd are 


not ready to swear by his immaculate puri- 
ty, and that he hns been fully and honorably 
acquitted, are marked for vengeance. And 
with the brand of "Guilty?1 which one half 
the Senate have placed upon Jiis brow, he 
has had the sl^arneless effroDte,ry to wish, 
and his friends to give, a public and triumph- 
ant reception, as though he had had R unani- 
mous acquittal, and the stain of corruption 
had never soiled his garments. 


Well, let them boast and jubilate to-day. 


Enough boys and men, with the right appli- 
ances—with music, and powder, and rum, 
and the offer of a free ride,, can always be 
got out in a eity to a show. But the reaction 
will come; and all the sooner, and all the 
stronger, from the unwise attempts of his 
friends to compel homage to a Judge of 
doubtful reputation, who has escaped con- 
victien for corruption only b/the skin of his 
teeth.
